innocence, will appeal 


WASHINGTON (U PI ) — The three most powerful men of 
Richard M Nixon's administration, who stand convicted of 
conspiring to cover up their involvement in Watergate, 
today steadfastly maintained that they would prove their 
innocence on appeal 
Unlike some of their former colleagues now in prison, 
John N Mitchell. H R Haldeman and John D Ehrlichman 
were far from contrite after the verdict was handed down 
Wednesday They remained free on personal bond 
Mitchell, 61, Nixon’s attorney general and campaign 
director; Haldeman, 46. and Ehrlichman. 49, the men who 
ran his White House, were convicted of conspiracy, 
obstruction of justice and lying Robert C. Mardian, 51, a 
former assistant attorney general and campaign aide, was 
convicted of conspiracy 
Kenneth W. Parkinson. 46, hired to do Watergate legal 
work, was acquitted of conspiracy and obstruction of justice 
—the first Watergate defendant to go free 


Sentencing was expected to be delayed during the appeals 
process Mitchell could get 25 years in prison and a $37,000 
fine; Haldeman, 25 years and 121,000, Ehrlichman. 20 years 
and $35,000, and Mardian, 5 years and $10.000 
The entire appeals process could last a long time and it 
could be months before any of the defendants go to jail if 
they are so sentenced 


The verdict came as no surprise to most of those who have 
been involved in the 2-‘*-year-old scandal known as 
Watergate, not even the convicted defendants And it raised 
again for some the question of why Nixon —an unindicted 
co-conspirator — was never charged or even required to 
testify 
Nixon himself promised to issue a statement on the verdict 
later in the day from his home in San Clemente, Calif 


All of the convicted defendants said they would appeal, 
primarily on grounds of pretrial publicity and U.S. District 
Judge John J Sirica's refusal to delay the trial long enough 
to obtain the testimony of the ailing former president, who 
was pardoned by President Ford 
Haldeman reflected the defendants' defiant reaction to 
the verdict when he declared, " I know that legally and 
morally I am totally innocent.” 
Ehrlichman, outspoken and unusually jolly, said today in a 
television interview (NBC Today Show) that when he was 
indicted nine months ago he was “pretty well convinced of 
the impossibility of securing an acquittal.” 
He said the few White House tapes played in the 
courtroom gave the jury a 
“warped” view of what 
happened, but he admitted that if he had known about the 
taping system he “would have acted differently.” 
Referring to chief trial prosecutor James Neal's con­ 
tention that the cover-up was orchestrated by Nixon and the 
defendants, he added 
“ Actually, if you look at these five defendants, from my 
standpoint one of them I’d never met before, Ken Parkin­ 
son. another one I hadn't seen for a couple of years, Bob 
Mardian, another one I saw perhaps four times over the 
span of the year that was in issue in the case, John Mitchell, 
and then on only a very casual basis. So if that was an 
orchestra, it never got together for a rehearsal.” 
Neither the original Watergate burglars nor those con­ 
gressmen who investigated the scandal expressed surprise 
at the verdict. 
But Rep Elizabeth Holtzman, a member of the House 
Judiciary Committee which voted to impeach Nixon as a 
result of Watergate, said she was still disturbed that the 
former president “ has been played beyond any accountabili­ 
ty to our system of justice .”

Prosecutors will now move on 
charges against Connally, Strachan 


Buckley, McCarthy move 
against 74 reform act 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — Sen. James . Buckley, R-N.Y., and former Sen. Eugene 
J. McCarthy, D-Minn., filed suit today in federal court challenging as 
unconstitutional certain portions of the day-old 1974 Campaign Reform Act. 
They were joined in the suit by the New York Civil Liberties Union. 
The new law took effect at midnight Wednesday and sets up the most sweeping 
political campaign reforms in the nation’s history . 
Buckley and McCarthy contend, however, provisions of the new law violate the 1st 
Amendment. 
Specifically, they are challenging the law’s limits on individual campaign 
contributions, its limits on candidate spending, what they term overly broad 
political association disclosure requirements on independent political activity and 
what they consider unfair subsidies to candidates. 
“ The end we seek is the protection of the freedom of expression guaranteed by the 
Constitution,” they said at their joint news conference last month. 
Ralph Winter, an attorney representing Buckley in the suit, said he action seeks a 
permanent injunction against enforcement of the new law. 
The legislation was considered so far-reaching that it would revolutionize 
campaigns for federal office. 
The law provides for public financing of presidential elections, primaries and 
national conventions. It sets up tight limits on political contributions and meets what 
have been termed stingy ceilings on candidate spending. 
It also establshes a six-member U.S. elections commission, which the suit 
challenges as a “ violation of the separation of powers” guaranteed by America’s 
founding fathers.

The 
conviction of four former aides to 
President Richard M. Nixon ended a 
major portion of the Watergate case, but 
special prosecutors will be busy for 
months ahead on other matters growing 
out of the scandal. 
Still to come to trial are former 
Treasury Secretary John B. Connally, 
charged in relationship to campaign 
contributions from milk producers, and 
Gordon C. Strachan, a former White 
House aide who was indicted in the 
cover-up but was not tried with the 
others. 
In addition, appeals by the John N. 
Mitchell, John D. Ehrlichman, H R. 
Haldeman and Robert C. Mardian— 
convicted Wednesday in the cover-up 
trial—are sure to keep Watergate in the 
courts for some time. 
By far the biggest name still facing 
trial is Connally, the former governor of 
Texas who served as Nixon’s treasury 
secretary. He is scheduled to go on trial 
in March on charges of bribery and 
perjury in relation to a donation from 
the milk producers 
Jack Chesnut, a campaign aide to Sen. 
Hurbert H. Humphrey, D-Minn , in 1970, 
also has been indicted for accepting an 
illegal contribution from the milk 
producers. 
Strachan was one of the seven persons 
originally charged in the Watergate 
cover-up but he got his case on charges 
of conspiracy, obstruction of justice and 
making false statements separated from 
the others. Charles Colson, another of 
the original seven, pleaded guilty and 
did not go on trial with the other five 
defendants. 
The special prosecutor’s office is still 
investigating a number of other areas 
growing out of the scandal known 
generally as Watergate. According to 
sources, they include: 
—Milk producers’ contributions to the 
1972 presidential campaign of Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark. 
—Campaign contributions by oilman 
Armand Hammer to the 1972 Nixon 
campaign. Former Gov. Tim Babcock of 
Montana has already pleaded guilty to a 
misdemeanor charge in connection with 
the contribution. 
—The 
$100,000 
contribution 
from 
billionaire Howard Hughes to Nixon’s 
friend C. G. “ Bebe” Rebozo.

The reaction was subdued But most 


said justice had been served 
“ It’s not a happy occasion,” said chief 
trial prosecutor James F Neal, who 
resigned and headed for his Nashville 
home shortly after the verdict. ‘“We 
prosecuted as fairly .. as vigorously as 
we could.” 
'The verdict was required by the 
testimony.” said retired Democratic 
Sen Sam J Ervin, who headed the 
Senate Watergate Committee, from his 
North Carolina home 
“ I hope this moves us reasonably 
closer to the close of this unfortunate 
and unpleasant chapter in American 
political history." said Sen 
Howard 
Baker, R-Tenn., who served as vice 
chairman of the committee 
“ I feel great sympathy for these 
defendants and their families for their 
personal and family tragedies.” Baker 
added 
Watergate burglars Bernard Barker, 
Frank Sturgis and Eugenio Martinez 


said in Miami they weren't surprised at 
the convictions.. 
Barker insisted, however, that ‘‘jail is 
not a solution to Watergate I've been 
there (jail) and I don’t think it's a 
solution.” 
Some major figures in the case 
including former special prosecutors 
Archibald Cox and Leon Jaworski would 
not comment. 
Reaction from political leaders was 
generally subdued. A statement by 
newly inaugurated New York Gov. Hugh 
L. Carey was typical 
“ The offenses were an attack on the 
fundamentals of our system and, while 
no one takes any pleasure in it, the 
verdict speaks for itself.” he said. 
Retiring Sen. George Aiken, R-Vt., the 
dean of the Senate, said, "From the very 
start of the Watergate case I have said 
the matter should be left to the courts, 
the U S House and the Senate. I expect 
they’ve done their job as they had to.” 
Rep Bella Abzug, D-New York, said, 
“ This predominantely 
black, 
predominantly female jury has acted 
with wisdom and dedication to the 
principles of our democracy. They 
turned out to be better Americans than 
the Watergate conspirators, and their 
leader, Nixon, who used their enormous 
power against the best interests of the 
American people.” 
Rep. Robert Drinan, D-Mass, praised 
the jury for its “ discriminating and 
sensible” guilty verdict. He said the 
decision “does show that the jury was 
discriminating

Parkinson to go free.”

The second Earth Resources Technology 
Satellite ERTS-B - to be designated ERTS-2 
when in orbit — will team up with ERTS-1, 
launched by NASA from here in July 1972, to 
provide repetitive coverage of almost the entire 
globe. Primary objective of the ERTS missions 
is the acquisition of multispectral repetitive 
data of the surface of Earth in the form of 
imagery or on magnetic tape. 
Another objective is the development of a 
relay system to gather data from remote, 
widely distributed ground sensor platforms 
ERTS data is providing new insight into man’s 
continuing efforts to better manage the Earth’s 
limited resources as well as aiding in the 
a sse ssm e n t

un d erstan d in g

environmental changes. Areas in which this 
data is applicable include: agriculture, range 
resources, environment, forestry, geology, land 
use, marine resources, meteorology, and water 
resources 
Circling the globe every 103 minutes, the 
spacecraft will view a 115 statute mile strip of 
Earth running nearly north to south at an angle 
to the equator of 99 degrees. 
ERTS-B will be launched by NASA aboard a 
two-stage “straight eight“ Delta launch vehicle 
from 
Space 
Launch 
Complex 
2 
West, 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, into a 570-statute- 
mile circular, near polar orbit. 
ERTS-B carries the same compliment of 
senors as its predecessor. These include a 
Return 
Beam 
Vidicon 
(RBV) 
camera 
subsystem, a Multispectral Scanner subsystem 
(MSS >. and a Data Collection Subsystem (DCS). 
The RBV and MSS provides independent images 
of the same 115 by 115 statute mile swath of the 
Earth in various spectral bands. The DCS 
collects and relays data from remotely located 
ground platforms to the ERTS data acquisition 
stations. 
During its 29 months in orbit, ERTS-1 has 
returned more than 100,000 images, covering 
the entire U.S. and many other parts of the 
globe once every 18 days.

Israelis open drive 


against guerrillas 


Commuter trains with 1,600 
collide near Bronx, 125 hurt 


United Press International 
Israeli commandos today launched what they 
called an all-out drive to s^ek out and destroy 
Arab guerrilla strongholds with a series of 
lightning strikes into southern Lebanon that 
triggered fierce fighting 
In the explosion of gunfire on Israel’s boulder- 
strewn northern frontier a Lebanese soldier was 
killed, the first to die at the hands of Israel's 
forces since June, 1972, the Israeli command 
reported in Tel Aviv. 
Israeli commandos raided at least two border 
villages. When they came under fire from a 
house in one village they blew it up, killing four 
persons inside, Lebanese and Israeli reports 
said 
In another village they killed an 11-year-old 
boy 
Lebanese artillery drove off another Israeli 
infantry force at the outskirts of a third 
settlement, the Beirut command said, sparking 
a crossborder artillery duel. 
A 19-year-old Israeli corporal was lost in a

Two years ago, John W. Dean 
III knew he had to make a 
break. His professional life and 
h is 
p e r s o n a l 
i n t e g r i t y 
demanded it. 
He took on the president of 
the United States. 
It was the word of a young, 
serious-faced, boyish lawyer 
against the most powerful man 
in the world and his high- 
powered, well-known aides. 
The odds were prohibitive, 
and John Dean knew it. 
He began in March and April 
of 1973 to tell prosecutors what 
he knew about Watergate and 
its cover-up, a political scandal 
he was intimately acquainted 
with 
He was personally and 
deeply involved 
In June that year he sat 
stoically and serious before 
national 
television 
cam eras 
and in a dry monotone repeated 
his story for days to the Senate 
Watergate Committee. Dean 
had no idea his vindication lay 
m dozens of reels of tape stored 
in White House basement.

: among the league leaders in assists and steals 
The Warriors have been the surprise runaway leaders of 
: the western division of the NBA. And that feat transcends 
mere facts and figures 
In a complete shuffling of the player deck, the Warriors — 
operating this year under the control of a new general 
: manager, Dick Vertlieb — traded away Nate Thurmond. 
: one of the great centers of the league for the last decade; 
: lost Clyde Lee, one of the finest defensive forwards and 
rebounders, in a strange, delayed deal arranged years ago, 
and watched the defection of Cazzie Russell, their second 
leading scorer, who had played out his option 
The only recognizable name left in their lineup was Barry, 
who first broke in with the Warriors 10 seasons ago and. 
with all his talent, has had a checkered career When they 
were drubbed 105-90 in their season opener in Los Angeles, 
owner Franklin Mieuli was advised to head for open sea, 
permanently, on his junk or whatever kind of boat he has 
They drew a little over 4,000 for their home opener, even 
with the attraction of Portland’s Bill Walton, who was then 
concentrating on basketball instead of a quest for natural 
: surroundings. That kind of gate will hardly pay to wash the 
: uniforms. 
; But spurred by the inspired example of Barry, who has 
: been scoring at a rate of 33 points a game, they turned it

Dollar for dollar, the San Diego 
Padres and Kansas City Royals both bid 
higher than the Yankees did, and so did 
two other clubs who managed to keep 
their identities concealed, yet when it 
came right down to the crunch, the time 
to make his choice. Catfish Hunter chose 
the Club that was actually the fifth top 
bidder 
Why0 
One reason is that Catfish Hunter, a 
country boy from Hertford, N.C., says 
deep down he always wanted to play 
baseball in New York, especially in 
Yankee Stadium, and when you think of 
it, that feeling isn't uncommon Mickey 
Mantle, another country boy, felt the 
same way 
Another reason is that no other city in 
the world provides the exposure New 
York does, especially for a professional 
athlete 
They put one of those navy blue 
Yankee caps on Hunter's head for the 
photographers at that suddenly called 
news conference in the club’s offices on 
New Year's Eve. and the American 
League’s 28-year-old Cy Young Award 
winner was so tickled with it. he wore it

“He is a great little quarterback. We 
knew they would have to pass more after 
Anthony Davis got hurt (bruised ribs )

Haden credited his offensive line with 
giving him enough tune to find McKay 
on the final touchdown pass, saying:

Mayor

desperately to cut the budget gap by 
firing or forcing the early retirem ent of 
up to 8,000 city employes and this has 
meant a confrontation with the unions 
representing these workers. 
President Gerald Ford was here last 
week to talk with the members of 
Nelson Rockefeller's Commission on 
Critical Choices for Americans 
He 
stayed over to go to the National 
Football Foundation and Hall of Fame 
awards dinner. 
Whatever the advice that may have 
been given him at the Commission, he 
returned to make a radio talk to the 
nation ruling out any m ajor moves to 
counter 
the 
recession 
He 
was 
addressing the business council which 
includes the top executives of the 
largest corporations. 
The 
P re s id e n t 
re fe rre d 
w ith 
something like scorn to “quick fixes” 
which he would have none of Declaring 
against a gas tax, he advised his 
associates to stop talking about such a 
tax 
Taking a gamble with few parallels in 
recent history. Ford is betting that 
inflation will cool and drop in coming 
months from the double-digit level. The 
problem of unemployment — not crisis 
as he insisted in his speech — will yield 
to the comparatively modest measures 
he intends to send to Congress in the new 
year. 
He may be right Rejecting “ quick 
fixes" to spur the sluggish economy, he 
may win his gamble as America's 
powerful productive machine moves 
into high gear again in mid-1975 
Hardly surprising was the response of 
the Democratic majorities in Congress 
They are coming up with proposals for 
extended unemployment compensation 
and 
m assive 
public-service 
jobs 
requiring expenditures of billions of 
dollars These measures seem certain to 
reach the President’s desk presumably 
for his veto. 
What should surprise and perhaps 
dismay Ford is the response of the 
Republicans. Forty-two GOP Senators 
are calling 
for an attack on 
the 
economic problem, resembling in kind if 
not in quite the same degree what the 
Democrats put forward. Sen. Edward 
Brooke, R-Mass., promptly put in a 
resolution for a 20-cent gasoline tax and 
a tax on horse power that would curb 
the guzzlers. 
January and the new Congress will tell 
the tale The indicators may by that 
tim e encourage the President in his firm 
stand against what he believes would be 
precipitous 
action 
But 
the 
new 
Congress will be even more liboral-left 
and determined to get speedy action 
This will mean a contest between 
executive and legislative that can hardly 
benefit the economy. 
Ford in his first 100 days has been 
compared with Harry Truman who 
inherited the office in a tim e of grave 
uncertainty But increasingly Ford is 
beginning 
to 
sound 
like 
another 
President who fell heir to the office by 
the accident of death. That was Calvin 
Coolidge. 
Coolidge's problem 
was of quite 
another order than that of Ford As the 
bull market boom roared on through the 
'20s, he spumed the measures that 
might have curbed that great gamble 
which ended with the crash of 1929. 
The rule was hands off, as it has been 
to date with President Ford 
Yesteryears

Public welfare and private pain 


ROGERSVILLE, Tenn - <NEA) - 
Back in the hill areas of America, where 
economic crisis is a tradition rather 
than a fad. there are brassy individuals 
who believe the nation's financial plight 
may 
have 
at 
least 
one 
ironically 
enlightening 
benefit 
They 
say the 
m iddle 
class, 
which 
has 
been 
complaining about “welfare luxury" for 
years, may now get a first hand chance 
to see that public assistance, i.e the 
handout, is not all flowers and sweets. 
Two local cases should illustrate 
One is Ann Opal Trent, a 45-year-old 
long-time 
member 
of 
the 
nation's 
comfortable rank, is now desperately 
battling 
a seemingly 
unconcerned 
system of fools for the right to continued 
survival Miss Trent, 
a divorcee, lives like 
a lonely, sick, neglect- 
ed animal in a trailer 
M 
house outside town — 
j 
w ith o u t 
in c o m e , 
/-T1* 
without hope, seem­ 
ingly without govern­ 
ment care Repeated 
and frantic attem pts 
to rescue her from the 
depression have failed 
at the 
bureaucratic 
doorstep. 


The woman’s need is obvious. She has 
cirrhosis of the liver, she cannot control 
the use of her hands, and the mobility 
mechanisms of her legs have broken 
down Four years ago a doctor told her 
she 
had the 
body of a 68-year-old 
woman; now physicians have upped it to 
72. S o m e tim e s 
h e r 
c o n d itio n 
deteriorates to a point where she cannot 
walk at all, and must slide on her rump 
around the trailer; at least once, she 
confesses, her outlook fell so low that 
she ate three cartons of sleeping pills in 
a try at suicide. 
Despite this, she has been unable to 
pry anything but $45 a month worth of 
food stamps from city, state and federal 
aid agencies. “ All I get is a runaround.” 
When she first began applying for 
assistance, early in the year, she wasted 
sev eral 
w eeks 
until 
a 
w elfare 
departm ent clerk finally told her she 
was in the wrong place; new laws last 
January transferred all adult aid to the 
Social Security Administration. 
But S.S. too has been neglectful and 
obstinate When Trent tried to get her 
late ex-husband’s social security he was 
told she hadn’t been m arried long 
enough (13 years versus the 16 required 
in such instances). When she thereafter 
tried for supplementary security income 
(an emergency fund for special cases) 
she was bandied back and forth, from 
clerk to clerk, form to form, “ like a 
damn rubber ball.” Often appointments 
with S.S. officials ended in failure 
because stairs could not be negotiated or 
authorities would not show. 


End result: 
nothing 
“ I've got a 
suitcase full of papers, but nothing else. 
I can eat on the $45 food stamps, but 
th at’s 
it. 
I 
been 
borrowing 
from 
neighbors to pay lights and heat, and 
when that runs out, it’s all over I’m 
tired of the whole damn thing " 


Tired also is Linda Arnold, a young 
mother of four, also of Rogersville, also 
without a husband, who lives in a 
gloomy dwelling that is heated with 
wood cut from nearby forests and lit 
with a coal oil lantern She walks around 
town in bedroom slippers and a second­ 
hand coat When bills fall due, she says, 
she begs like a bum 


The Arnold situation is sim ilar to Ann 
T rent’s in that neither woman has 
received the benefits she is entitled to 
under state and federal regulation. But 
for different 
reasons. 
While 
Trent 


receives a runaround, Arnold receives 
righteous indignation. "The trouble is 
that my husband, who left me a long 
time ago. comes back whenever it looks 
like I'm going to get welfare ” Seeing 
this, welfare steps in to say, ah-ha. the 
old m an's returned and so aid will not be 
granted 
“ I’ve called the cops for help,” says 
Arnold, “ I want them to keep my 
husband away. But they don’t care I 
guess nobody does.” 
Indeed, 
it seems to many needy 
Americans that nobody does care Not 
true, of course; 15 million citizens are 
presently aided by a variety of welfare 
program s But numbers mean nothing to 
individuals in trouble. When one is m 
need, quick and easy help is the only 
solution. This is the lesson many in the 
m iddle 
class 
m ay 
now 
learn ; 
unfortunately, the hard way.

Change in attitude? 


Israeli 
Prim e 
M inister 
Yitzhak Rabin has rejected as 
“ absurd” the suggestion by 
Egyptian 
President 
Anwar 
Sadat that in the interests of 
peace in the Middle East 
Israel restrict its immigration 
for 50 years. The response was 
predictable and not without 
reason. 


Yet 
the 
understandable 
Israeli reaction to what in any 
other 
case 
would 
be 
a 
g ra tu ito u s 
in su lt 
to 
a 
sovereign nation has obscured 
what may well be a significant 
development. 


The Arabs are no closer 
than 
they 
ever 
were 
to 
acknowledging Israel’s right 
to nationhood, much less any 
national 
sovereignty. 
But 
unless 
Sadat 
was 
ju st 
playfully 
lighting 
another 
m atch 
in 
an 
explosive 
situation, the fact that he can 
ev en 
c o n t e m p l a t e 
the 
existence of Israel for another 


50 years marks a momentous 
change in Arab attitudes. 
No doubt, of course, Sadat is 
confident that some kind of 
“ final 
solution” 
to 
the 
problem of Israel will be 
achieved long before then, 
with all that those words 
imply for the future of Jews. 
The 
solution need not be 
military. 
With 
or 
without 
immigration to Israel, the 
statistics of population weigh 
heavily in favor of the Arabs 
and will weigh more heavily 
with each passing year. 
But if an Arab leader can 
begin thinking of living with 
Israel 
in 
term s 
of 
half- 
centuries, maybe other Arabs 
can someday begin thinking of 
it in term s of permanence — 
maybe even eventually 
in 
peace instead of at armed 
loggerheads. 
It’s a slender reed of hope, 
but there are so few others to 
grasp at in that part of the 
world.

I also do not see the wisdom of the

Why not 
just let thim drill? Exploring for new oil 
is costly enough Why make them pay 
such a premium for the right to explore? 
That 
money 
has 
to 
come 
from 
somewhere, so naturally has to be 
amortized in what they charge for their 
products. 
5. Get on with construction of nuclear 
power plants. Stop all the delaying 
tactics 
that 
the 
Government 
now 
imposes. Sure they should and must be 
safe but that can be assured and 
determined in a very short time. It does 
not take years and years. 
The environmentalists and ecologists 
will have to be dealt with here too. Their 
disrupting tactics cannot be tolerated if 
we are to get out of the mess we are in. 
Out here in California they are now 
saying that nuclear plants cannot be 
built along the coast but must go inland. 
They "w arm ” the ocean. Here we must 
give up this God given source of cold 
cooling water, which adds greatly to the 
overall efficiency of the powerplant 
therm al cycle, and go inland to use these 
huge ugly relatively inefficient cooling 
towers. 
It has actually been demonstrated that 
the slight overall heat gain in the cooling 
w ater in the immediate vicinity of the 
condenser w ater outlet from nuclear 
plants is beneficial to marine life and 
causes it to flourish.
